Income Gained by Personal 
Services to Employer Taxable 


Many employers prefer to place 
their employes on a per diem al- 
lowance which the employe uses to 
take care of all expenses. Such al- 
lowances must be included in the 
employe’s income. In these cases, 
the employe should keep an accur- 
ate record of deductible expenses. 

Any amount paid to you to cov- 
er “travel expenses” must be in- 
cluded in your wages. You can de- 
duct your full “travel expenses” 
from your wages before writing the 
balance of your wages in item 2, 
page 1, Form 1040. 

If your employer pays you an 
“expense account” or otherwise re- 
imburses you for money spent for 
him (other than “travel expenses’) 
you should add these payments to 
your wages, and then subtract your 
actual expenses but not more than 
the reimbursements. Entcr the bal- 
ance of the wages in item 2, page 1, 
Form 1040. Any allowable expense 
in excess of the reimbursed amount 
may be itemized anid deducted on 
page 3, of the form under the head- 
ing ‘Miscellaneous.” 

Typical of the expense items 
which are deductible are the fol- 
lowing: 

Railroad, airplane, bus or steani- 
ship fares. 

Porter charges, excess baggage 
charges, baggage transfer costs, 
taxi fare. 

Hotel expenses and meals while 
travelling. 

Individuals who follow certain 
trades, are frequently required to 
join labor unions in order to pro- 
cure employment. In this case, un- 
ion dues and assessments for unem- 
ployment benefits are deductible. 

Only in special cases do the cost 
and maintenance of work clothing 
represent a personal expense which 
deductible. If a taxpayer is in an 
occupation which requires special 
apparel or equipment, such as ball 
players, firemen, aviators, and nurs- 
es, the cost of the uniforms or spec- 
ial equipment are classified as or- 
dinary and necessary items it:

Many Cities Have Common Problems 


(Editor’s note: Bcause Mayor 
Charles P. Burgess is out of the 
city, this week’s column was writ- 
ten by City Manager C. L. Long- 
son.) 


The problems that face city gov- 
ernments are similar to those en- 
countered on state, national and in- 
ternational levels in at least one 
respect: They can be solved more 
easily and intelligently if they are 
amply discussed by all parties con- 
cerned. 

In order to participate in such dis- 
cussions I attended the Feb. 17-19 
meeting of the City Managers’ de- 
partment of the League of Californ- 
ia cities in Santa Barbara. There 
were more thon 50 other city mana- 
gers present, all of whom were there 
to learn the methods other cities 
employed and to tell how they dealt 
with obstacles of their own. 

Perhaps the most notable prob- 
lem which was presented was that 
of stretching existing revenues. 
At past meetings, methods of tap- 

ping new sources of revenue, such 
as parking meters or city sales taxes 
were discussed. 

At the February meeting, however, 
discussion indicated that although 
new revenues may continue to be 
sought by some municipalities, the 
trend now is toward better utili- 
zation of present incomes by cities 
represented at the meeting. 

Among specific problems which 
were discussed, the matter of dog 
control ordinances was one of con- 
siderable interest in view of the 
actions in this regard now pending 
before our own city council. 

About 60 per cent of the cities 
represented had dog control or- 
dinances of some sort, but only 
about seven per cent of the cities’ 
ordinances possessed leashing pro- 
visions. 

Unworkability was indicated as 
the major factor in limiting the es- 
tablishment of such leashing provis- 
ions. 

Other problems discussed which 
are of immediate concern to the 
city of Menlo Park included the 
matter of large commercial vehicles 
and other heavy road equipment on 
city streets. Damage to streets by 
heavy vehicles can raise mainten- 
ance costs and shorten the life of

the pavements by many years. 

The problem is of particular con- 
cern to this city, where large-scale 
construction means that many such 
vehicles have to use the streets to 
deliver materials to new develop- 
ment Sites. 

Another related problem also 
presents itself: The matter of heavy 
equipment which must move from 
unimproved ground onto streets, 
dropping mud and other debris onto 
the pavements while doing so. 

Possible solutions to these and 
more than 30 other probiems were 
discussed at the formal sessions of 

the meeting. 

However, a great deal can also 
be learned at the infurmal sessions, 
in which one can seck out another 
city official who has been faced 
wich and has possibly been able to 
Solve a given problem. 

It was heartening to note that a 
large part of both the formal and 
informal discussions were devoted 
to obtaining parking space. 

Menlo Park, as we all know, is not 
faced with this particular obstacle. 
And knowing what problems we 
don’t have is also interesting.

tractors plan to build more than 
1090 homes in the area within the 
next two years. This means there 
wil: be more children to educate. 

Schoo) districts are financed out 
of taxes, which are baséd on the as- 
sessed valuation of property within 
the district. 

If one divides the total assessed 
valuation of a district by the 

number of children attending 
school in the same area, one finds 
how much property may be taxed 
to finance the education of each 
pupil. 

Assessment values in San Mateo 
county are not very high—in many 
cases the assessed value of a home 
or. business is figured at less than 
half of its market value. 

Large industries pay taxes but 
do not send pupils to school. Hence 
it can be seen that a school district 
with many large industrial plants 
and a small number of school-age 
children can finance the education 
of each with comparative ease. 
BURDEN ON HOMES 

Such a situation does not exist 
in the Ravenswood school district. 
Although the shopping centers of 
the community are being developed, 
main burden of financing 
school’s operations falls on home- 
owners. When it comes to assess- 
ments and taxes, homes have a 
comparatively low value. Most 
homes also have children to. send to 
school. 

Thus, although the 1000 homes 
which contractors plan to build 
will add to the assessment roles, 
it has been calculated that they 
will add 800 children to the enroll- 
ments of the district’s schools. 
From the financial standpoint, it 

means that the going will be rough. 

The people of the Ravenswood 
district are wholeheartedly backing 
their school system. 

They are at present paying a very 
high per capita school tax rate and 
all community organizations do
